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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is responsive to the following communication: Request for 
Continued Examination filed 06/24/2009. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office 
action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 
06/24/2009 has been entered. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claiml, 4, 6, 8-15 and 18-30 are allowed. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance: Independent claims 1 and 28-30, when considered 
as a whole, are allowable over the prior art of record. Specifically, the prior art of Gelvin 
teaches the limitation: "users interacting with nodes via user interfaces to program and 
monitor the nodes; configuring the node at one of the plurality of programming layers 
through a plurality of application program interfaces, wherein the programming layers 
include a first layer including real-time processes and a second layer that operates on 
remaining processes other than the real-time processes; collecting data from the 
environment". But the claims recite a different combination of limitation: "creating a 
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graphical program, wherein the graphical program comprises a block diagram that 
includes a plurality of interconnected nodes or icons which visually indicate the 
functionality of the program and a graphical user interface (GUI) portion implementing a 
GUI for displaying information form the program or providing user input to the program", 
that is not suggested or shown by Gelvin. Further the claims recite, "storing the 
graphical program on a personal digital assistant (PDA); transmitting the block diagram 
of the graphical program from the PDA to the embedded sensor device over a serial 
link, wherein the GUI portion of the graphical program is not transmitted to the 
embedded sensor device and wherein after said transmitting, the embedded sensor 
device is operable to execute the block diagram of the graphical program to perform the 
specified function;" , that is not suggested or shown by Gelvin. Further the claims recite, 
"the embedded sensor device executing the block diagram to perform the function, 
wherein the embedded sensor device executing the block diagram generates data; the 
embedded sensor device sending the data to the PDA; and the PDA executing the GUI 
portion to display the data in the GUI" that is not suggested or shown by Gelvin. 

The dependent claims further add limitations to the allowable subject matter of the 
corresponding independent claims; thus are also allowable. Therefore the claims are 
allowed over the art because the claims differ in scope that is not seen or suggested by 
the prior art.
